G. S. JL 590(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub'section (2) of section 186 of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (Panchayats).Regulation, 1994, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Finance Commis¬ 
sion for the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Conditions of Service and othdr Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Rules, 1995, namely 

1. (I) These rules ^y bo'^called the Finance Commission for the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (Conditions of Service and other Miscellaneous Provisions) (Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(2) These shall be deemed to have come into force on the first January, 1996,. 

2. In the Finance Commission for the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Conditions of Service 
and other Miscellaneous Provisions) Rules, 1995, in rule 7, for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(2) The Chairman of the Commission shall be entitled to a monthly pay of rupees twenty six thousand (fixed) 
and member shall be entitled to a monthly pay in the scale of pay of Rs. 22400-600-26000. 

Provided that if the Chairman of any member of the Commission happens to be a retired Government servant, his pay 
shall be regulated In accordance with the orders issued by the Government of India in this regard ; 

Provided further that if a member is appointed to render part-time service to the Commission, be shall be paid a fixed 
fee of ruppes thirteen thousand per month.”. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM-It is clarified that the provision of sub-rule (2) of rule 7 does not ad¬ 

versely affect any of the employees of the Finance Commission for the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands by its retrospective effect.
